Migrating Armadillos 


Scientists who keep tabs on the 


climate have observed a sign 
which may indicate the next ice 
age is on the way. The sign is the 
movement of the humble ar- 
madillo, himself a survivor of 
several previous ice ages. 


Armadillos, we're told, are 


fond of warm latitudes. Before 
1914, the animals ventured no 
further north than northern 
Mexico and southern Texas. 
After that, however, they 
migrated north and by 1949 made 
their homes in Oklahoma and 
Arkansas. By the 1960s they had 
reached Nebraska, where Dr. 
Charles B. Schultz of that state's 
university, reports the populace 
was quite unprepared for them. 
"It scared people to death to go 
out in their backyards and see 
one," Dr. Schultz observed. 


Recently armadillos started 


migrating southward, possibly 
foretelling an incipient ice age. 
Indeed, the armadillo has 
vanished from the midwestem 
plains. If the evidence is sup- 
ported, there seems little to 
worry about for now. Some 
estimates are that it would take 
at least 5,000 years for a new ice 
age to become full-fledged. That 
old coat will do for another 
winter.

Originally, the three major 


TV networks had planned live

How- 
ever, a second ground station is 
being set up in Shanghai, 
China's largest city, by the Ra- 
dio Corporation of America. 


That would leave Hangchow 


as the only stop on Nixon's 
travels that would be beyond 
reach of live TV. Current plans 
call for flying filmed reports of 
the Hangchow visit to a ground 
station for delayed broadcast. 


The RCA ground station in 


Shanghai, according to present 
plans, will remain in China aft- 
er the visit and eventually be 
replaced by a larger facility 
that will permit a manifold ex- 
pansion of communications be- 
tween China and the rest of the 
world.

Seeks More Information

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


his departure for Peking only 
three days off, President Nixon 
has asked his staff for more in- 
formation and called in French 
intellectual Andre Malraux for 
expert answers on China. 


Nixon has been preparing for 


months for his historic talks 
with Chinese leaders and has 
everyone doing homework on it. 
That's the reason for today's 
White House meeting with Mal- 
raux, the former French cultur- 
al minister. 


Nixon, in disclosing plans for 


the meeting, said he was im- 
pressed with Malraux' analysis, 
in his 
"Antimemoires," of 


China and Communist Chair- 
man Mao and Premier Chou 
En-iai 


Nixon still is not satisfied 


with the mountains of material 
he's been provided. Press sec- 
retary Ronald L. Ziegler said 
Nixon, returning from Florida 
Sunday night, had asked the 
National Security Council for 
more answers. 


The China trip is considered 


ao sensitive in the White House 
that for a time members of 
'Nixon's advance teams didn't 
want to talk about the books 
Nixon was reading on China, or 
even to give an opinion of what 
they thought of Peking duck. 


One 
insider 
conceded: 


"There's an extra dimension of 
secrecy to avoid expectations 
that couldn't be fulfilled." 


But, the process of getting 


the President briefed and ready 
was begun well before Henry 
Kissinger's secret trip to Pe- 
king in July 1971. 


Literally hundreds and hun- 


dreds 
of pages—perhaps 50 


pounds, an aide estimates- 
have been compiled for Nixon 
by the State Department, Na- 
tional Security Council, Central 
Intelligence Agency and indi- 


vidual experts. There are huge 
notebooks filled with political, 
cultural and historical informa- 
tion. 


Malraux isn't the only China- 


watcher to get the call. Many- 
other recognized authorities 
"with a feel for the Peoples Re- 
public of China," including au- 
thors, diplomats and journal- 
ists, have been tapped, the 
White House says. 


However, spokesmen general- 


ly have shied away from identi- 
fying these sources. 


But, it has been disclosed 


that the President also read 
some works of two China schol- 
ars at Harvard: historian John 
King Fairbanks book 
"The 


United States and China" and 
political scientist Ross Ten-ill's 
two recent articles in the Atlan- 
tic Monthly. 


Nixon has been clued in by 


his 
advance-team 
members 


with their personal appraisals 
from talks in Peking with Chou. 
And he has carefully gone over 
the stenographic transcripts of 
meetings Kissinger and his dep- 
uty, Brig. Gen. Alexander M. 
Haig Jr., had with Chou. 


Nixon has been getting what 


Haig calls "a spectrum of con- 
flicting viewpoints on the vari- 
ous aspects of the China prob- 
lem." But, when asked what 
the main problems are, Haig 
dodged: "I can't get into that."

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 


— There won't be a bloodbath 
along San Quentin's death 
row—home of such condemned 
men as Sirhan B. Sirhan and 
Charles Manson—if the U.S. Su- 
preme Court rules that the 
death penalty is constitutional, 
California officials say. 


That's because all out a 


handful of the 106 men and 
women now on the nation's 
most populous death row have 
appeals either on file or ready 
to file immediately if the cur- 
rent unofficial moratorium on 
executions is lifted. 


Sirhan and all five members 


of the Manson clan who were 
condemned to die last year 
have appeals pending in state 
or federal courts that have 
blocked setting of their execu- 
tion dates. 


So do more than 70 other men 


on the row at San Quentin, 
where one-seventh of the na- 


tion's nearly 700 condemned 
men and women live. 


A decision could come any- 


time after Feb. 21, when the 
Supreme 
Court 
reconvenes. 


California officials say they ex- 
pect it not later than midspr- 
ing. 


Basis of the death penalty 


challenge is the contention that 
it is cruel and unusual punish- 
ment—prohibited by the Con- 
stitution. 


Probably no more than three 


or four persons would be exe- 
cuted during the first 60 days 
after the court ruling if the con- 
stitutionality of the death penal- 
ty is upheld, said Robert L. Ek- 
lund, California's deputy direc- 
tor of corrections. 


After that, the rate would 


probably be even slower, Ek- 
lund predicted, and executions 
dates would not be set "for 
many months, at least" for Sir- 
han and Manson clan members.

ures are now on California's 
death row—Sirhan, the con- 
victed assassin of Sen.

Most of the death row in- 


habitants are poorly educated 
and held unskilled jobs, if any, 
before conviction. Only one has 
a college degree. Twenty-nine 
are black, and 10 are of other 
minority races. There are five 
women under a sentence of 
death.

Hughes," will be published late 
this month by Fawcett.'He was 
asked why he wrote the book. 


"I delayed a long time: I left 


Howard in 1957," Dietrich re- 
marked Sunday. "For a long 
period I debated whether to 
write the story, because I 
didn't want to be accused of 
pulling a 'kiss-and-tell' act. 


"I finally decided that I had 


an obligation to the American 
public to show at close hand 
the abuses of great wealth. I 
had seen money misused by 
legislators and other public offi- 
cials. I was compelled on moral 
grounds to write the book." 


Born in Batavia, Wis., Dietr- 


ich was the son of an immi- 
grant German preacher. He 
was a certified public accoun- 
tant in Los Angeles in 1925 
when hired by a 19-year-old 
Texas heir, Howard Hughes.

"Cleopatra," the |40-million 


film of nine years ago, finally 
made it to the small screens. A 
fantastic riot of opulence and 
mob scenes, the goings-on in 
Caesar's Rome were very en- 
tertaining. The 1999 spectacle 
"Ben Hur" has been broadcast 
before, and was also drama 
painted with a broad brush. 


Both were made to be shown 


on the huge screens of theaters, 
with the result that the vast 
scenes with hordes of people 
tended to look like disturbed 
ant hills when seen on tele- 
vision screens. 


There can be no complaints 


about "Elizabeth Regina," a 
BBC import that picks up in a 
six-part series where "The Six 
Wives of Henry VTH" left off. 
With Gtenda Jackson playing 
the vital, fiery daughter of Hen- 
ry and Anne Boleyn, the first 
episode concentrated on the 
rocky road to the Tudor 
throne—the death of ailing 
teen-aged Edward VI, and then 
of Elizabeth's older half-sister, 
Mary. 
Thre 
were 
plots, 


schemes, double-dealing, skull- 
duggery, jealousy and even im- 
prisonment in the Tower of 
London for the future queen. 


The series was made ex- 


pressly for television and used 
closeups and comparatively few 
people to carry the story. The 
fine acting, authentic costumes 
and backgrounds, and the well- 
written scripts made English 
history 
come 
fascinatingly 


alive. 


Earlier on Sunday, Leonard 


Bernstein and the New York 
Philharmonic Orchestra ap- 
peared in a 
CBS "Young 


People's Concert." The subject 
was Franz Liszt and his pre- 
occupation with the legend of 
Faust. Bernstein's informal and 
incisive commentary was as lu- 
cid as ever and heightened the 
enjoyment of the music for the 
average viewer. 
,*BG on Saturday night too* *i 
first, tottering step toward re- 
storing Sherlock Holmes to tele- 
vision. It presented a 90-minute 
pilot feature, an adaptation of 
A. Conan Doyle's "The Hound 
of the Baskervilles." 


While it remained fairly 


faithful to the Conan Doyle sto- 
ry and attempted to recreate 
the atmosphere of Victorian 
London and environs, it lost 
something in the transition. It 
was hard to accept former mat- 
inee idol Stewart Granger in 
the role of the master detec- 
tive. Somehow it still belongs to 
the late Basil Rathbone, the 
way "Perry Mason" belongs to 
Raymond Burr and James 
Bond to Sean Connery. 


The story suffered from age 


and obviousness. And even 
Holmes' ostentatious detective 
work came out as a gimmick. 


Holmes is not atone in the re-

Canada has dropped out of 


both the World Championships 


and the Olympics. That is be- 
cause the Canadian Amateur 
Hockey 
Association, 
which 


wants to include pros in its na- 
tional team, has quarreled with 
the International Ice Hockey 
Federation. 


James 
Worrall, 
Canadian 


member of the International 
Olympic Committee, said he 
had done everything he could to 
bring Canada into the Olympic 
Hockey Tournament. 


"We tried, but we always 


came up against protocol. We 
were told the CAHA must go 
through the international feder- 
ation to the IOC." 


Canada pulled out of the

years ago because the IIHF re- 
versed a decision to allow a 
limited number of pros in each 
national team.

said in a copyright interview 
with U.S. News and World Re- 
port. 


Democratic presidential can- 


didates, including Sens. Ed- 
mund S. Muskie, Henry M. 
Jackson, Hubert H. Humphrey 
and George S. McGovern, have 
been informed they are wel- 
come to drop by and talk to 
AFL-CIO leaden at their an- 
nual winter meetings here. 


But the invitation has not 


been extended to the Nixon ad- 
ministration, reflecting labor's 
unhappiness with White House 
economic and foreign policy- 


including Meany's opposition to 
Nixon's trip to Red China—and 
a host of other issues. 


Meany led the 13.6 million 


member federation in heavily 
backing Humphrey's losing If* 
presidential race against Nixon. 


The only Democratic presi- 


dential candidates Meany spe- 
cifically ruled out for AFLCK) 
support this year were Ala- 
bama Gov. George C. Wal- 
lace-because of what Meany 
said was Wallace's record on 
civil rights and labor matters— 
and New York Mayor John V.

Sarah Lee Connell, mother of 
the nine-year-old victim, re- 
ceived $50,000 for personal in- 
juries and Connell received 
$14,000 for medical expenses. 


The $111,000 for the death of 


Roger Connell was divided with 
$50,000 going to Connell, 150,000 
to Mrs. Connell, $9,950 to a sis- 
ter and $1,050 for medical ex- 
penses. 


The verdict was against Steel 


Haulers, Inc. According to tes- 
timony, a truck owned by the 
company collided with the rear 
of a jeep driven by Mrs. Con- 
nell on Interstate 30 near 
Arkadelphia. 
The case was tried before U. 


S. District Judge Oren Harris 
at Hot Springs. 


In its appeal, the trucking 


firm contended that the law 
covering damages for grief of 
survivors 
requires that the 


grief must be "more than the 
normal grief occasioned by the 
loss of a loved one." It con- 
tended that testimony offered 
on behalf of the parents demon- 
strated only normal grief. 


"We do not think that the Ar- 


kansas law requires that par- 
ents of a deceased child neces- 
sarily make a public exhibition 
of their grief before or during 
trial," the appeals court said.

ment," he said. "The develop- 
ment within the minority com- 
munity of an entrepreneurial 
class, a class of owners and 
managers, it means the elimi- 
nation of the economic bias 
against the extension of capital 
to the minority community, it 
means a massive effort to low- 
er unemployment, and equally 
important, it means an end to 
the enormous under employ- 
ment within the minority com- 
munity." 


Pryor said the road to these 


ends must be paved not only 
with federal money, "it must at 
least co-equally be paved with 
the exertion of minority talent 
and ingenuity."

ey's resignation, which is effec- 
tive March 3. 


Hickey took the federal posi- 


tion last August after heading 
the state crime commission 
since 1967. 


It was revealed last Decem- 


ber that Hickey and three other 
current and former state offi- 
cials owned or had owned stock 
in Interlock, Inc., a Texas con- 
sulting firm that had obtained 
more than $600,000 in contracts 
in Arkansas. All of the con- 
tracts had the approval of the 
crime commission.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate, its ranks crowded with 
absent presidential hopefuls 
and world travelers, is sputter- 
ing along so far in the 1972 ses- 
sion with a 23 per cent ab- 
senteeism average on votes. 
Majority Leader Mike Mans- 
field says his colleagues are lol- 
lygagging. 


They'd be fired from private 


industry for such poor perform- 
ances, says the Montana Demo- 
crat who notes the Senate has 
been operating on a week of 
three days or less. 


Mansfield is particularly un- 


happy because the Senate, by 
the time of the annual Lincoln 
Birthday recess, had not passed 
a bill to expand enforcement 
powers of the Equal Employ- 
ment Opportunity Commission. 
It's been pending since the ses- 
sion began Jan. 18. 


Mansfield's 
strictures pro- 


voked some replies. 


Sen. John O. Pastore, D-R.I., 


said the Senate leadership itself 
has gone along with delays in 
votes which have led to the 
record Mansfield deplores. 


Others emphasize that the 


leaders should have recognized 
the EEOC bill is controversial 
and quick passage was an im- 
possibility. 


The Senate has had 33 roll 


calls so far this year and aver- 
age attendance for those votes 
has been 77. 


Twelve senators have missed 


more than half of these votes. 
Five of./them were out cam- 
paigning for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 


Of these five, Henry M. Jack- 


son, Wash., has missed 32 of 
the roll calls; Edmund S. Mus- 
kie, Maine, 29; Vance Hartke, 
Ind., 27; Hubert H. Humphrey, 


Minn., 
24; 
and 
George 


McGovern, S.D., 22. 


Two senators, Karl E. Mundt, 


R-S.D., and Warren G. Magnu- 
son, D-Wash,, have not been on 
hand at all this year. 


Mundt, a stroke victim in 


1969, has not been in the Senate 
since. Magnuson has been away 
because of his wife's serious ill- 
ness. 


The others with records of 


extensive absenteeism general- 
ly have been on foreign trips, 
which they regard as important 
Senate business, or have been 
home campaigning for re-elec- 
tion. 


Compared with past years, 


the Senate's 1972 record is not 
quite as bad as 
Mansfield 


makes it out. 


Congressional sessions 
are 


slow to get started, usually be- 
cause work must be done in 
committees before floor action 
is possible. Often, by the time 
of the Easter recess, the Senate 
has not passed any major bills. 


This year the Senate cleared 


two important measures, a for- 
eign-aid money bill and legisla- 
tion to end the West Coast dock 
strike. 


But Mansfield insists that the 


normal pace is not nearly good 
enough in 1972.

Will Aid Cyprus

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) - 


President Makarios may turn 
to the Soviet Union for help in 
standing up to the Greek colo- 
nels ruling in Athens, observers 
in Nicosia think. They believe 
the appeal to Moscow may 
prove futile, but they think the 
Greek junta has left Makarios 
nowhere else to turn. 


The Greeks last week gave - 


Makarios a three-point ultima- 
tum designed to end the threat 
of civil war between the presi- 
dent and his bitter enemy, Col. 
George Grivas, and at the 
same time bring Makarios un- 
der the domination of Athens. 


To restore good relations be- 


tween Greece 
and Turkey, 


Greek Premier George Papado- 
poulos and his associates want 
a settlement to the long and of- 
ten bloody feud between the 
island's Greek majority and its 
Turkish minority. Makarios is 
not willing to make the con- 
cessions that the Greeks think 
necessary and maintains that 
the final say is his as the demo- 
cratically elected leader of the 
Cypriot people. But the Greek 
ultimatum demands that Ma- 
karios and the government of 
Cyprus accept that the final 
say on a settlement belongs to 
Athens, as the "national cen- 
ter." 


Grivas was the leader of the 


EOKA underground during the 
Cypriot independence 
struggle 


and is the leading advocate of 
Enosis, the union of Cyprus 
with Greece. The Turkish gov- 
ernment and the Turkish Cy- 
priots are violently opposed to 
Enosis, and Makarios and the 
Greek government have jointly 
repudiated the policy. But de- 
spite this basic difference be- 
tween them and Grivas, the 
Greek ultimatum also demands 
that Makarios form a right- 
wing government of national 
unity including representatives 
of Grivas. 


Greek Cypriot officials think 


Athens is supporting Grivas to 
force Makarios into accepting 
the Greek dictates. 


Grivas returned secretly to 


Cyprus from Athens last Sep- 
tember and has a considerable 
militant following on toe island. 
Observers believe that if Ma- 
karios rejects the Greek ul- 
timatum, a clash with Grivas 
will be inevitable. If that hap- 
pened, the 1,000-man force 
which Greece keeps on the 
island and the Greek officers of 
the Cypriot National Guard 
would intervene and neutralize 
both Makarios and 
Grivas, 


leaving 
the 
way 
open 
for 


Athens to impose a settlement. 


Makarios has already turned 


once to the Soviet bloc, for a 
large quantity of arms which 
he recently imported secretly 
from Czechoslovakia. It is an 
open secret that he got them to

The 
bank manager spotted the bag 
and raised an alarm. 


Police quickly cleared hun- 


dreds of early shoppers and of- 
fice workers from the street. 
The bomb exploded within 10 
minutes, wrecking the Georgian 
bank building. It blew out win- 
dows over a wide area but no 
one was hurt because of the 


quick clearing of the street. 


There was sporadic shooting 


during the night between Brit- 
ish troops and guerrilla gun- 
men.

Dear Reader—In the past- 


50 age group the electrocar- 
diogram is usually not spe- 
cific e n o u g h to be signifi- 
cantly affected by an age 
difference of eight years. 
The difference in blood pres- 
sure in people who are 54 and 
62 is not that great either. 


In general, doctors do a 
better job for their patients 
if they know the truth. Some- 
times there are overriding 
considerations. Apparently 
you feel that it is important 
that your husband shouldn't 
know your true age and per- 
haps you are right. 


One good way to keep a 
secret is not tell anybody. I 
would like for you to promise 
me, though, that if you have 
any serious illness or real 
medical p r o b l e m develop 
that you will confide in your 
doctor about your true age 
at that point. 


Dear Dr. L a m b—A few 


years ago. I had an attack 
of angina pectoris I have no 
heart condition and no chest 
pains. H o w e v e r , with too 
much effort doing anything, 
I have a dull feeling in my 
chest that stops me doing 
more, and o f t e n I take a 
nitroglycerin pill which I 
carry at all times. 


My question: Is there any 


complete cure for angina or 
must I live with it? Will it in 
time cause a heart attack? 1 
take many pills every day 
and have a heart t r a c i n g 
twice a year, all of which 
have proven normal. 1 am 


retired and 71 years of age. 
I notice a bad circulation in 
my lower legs at times. 


Dear Reader—If you have 


had angina pectoris you do 
have a "heart condition." In 
your age group it is likely 
that you have changes in the 
arteries to the heart muscle 
which limit the amount of 
blood flow to the heart. 


When you are d o i n g too 


much exercise for you the 
heart is working harder but 
the blood supply is not able 
to be i n c r e a s e d ; hence, 
nature warns you about this 
by giving you this dull feel- 
ing that you state stops you 
from doing any more. 


There are many f a c t o r s 


that contribute to the chest 
discomfort of a n g i n a pec- 
toris. It will gradually disap- 
pear in some patients. Per- 
haps this is because there is 
some improvement in the 
blood flow to the heart mus- 
cle in time. In other people 
who are overweight, the re- 
ducing of body weight helps 
to decrease the frequency of 
anginal episodes. Some peo- 
ple d e v e l o p angina asso- 
ciated with smoking, usually 
cigarettes, but it can also be 
caused by cigars and pipes. 
These individuals will profit 
by stopping the use of tobac- 
co. 


Angina may not lead to a 


heart attack, but it is true 
that it is a sign that you have 
changes in the arteries to 
your heart and individuals 
with this problem associated 
with angina are more likely 
to have one.

P/OIW fO live SIX Months In Cave 
Concerned Over Cyprus

DEL Rio, Tex. (AP) - 


Three months behind schedule, 
FVench caveman Michel Slffre 
prepared today to start six 
months of life alone beneath a 
mountain to prove Ms theory 
that life need not run according 
to the clock. 


After solving the technical 


and financial problems which 
have plagued him since he ar- 
rived in Texas, the 33-year-old 
geologist and cave 
explorer 


planned to virtually bury him- 
self alive on St. Valentine's 
Day starting at 1:00 p.m. CST. 


When he emerges after 200 


days, in early September, he 
hopes to have proved 
his 


point—that man can live with- 
out undue fatigue on a rhythm 
of 34-36 hours activity and 12-14 
hours of natural sleep, instead 
of the normal 24-hour cycle 
lived in the outside world. 


During the experiment, Siffre 


will be linked with four com- 
rades at a base camp atop the 
mountain who will use sophis- 
ticated electronic equipment to 
keep tabs on his health from 
hour to hour. His only other 
link with the surface will be by 
telephone. But no one will give 
him the time of day. 


Each day Siffre will report 


his awakening, his eating and 
his settling to sleep. Each day 
he will give his estimate of the 
date and time, unaided by any 
clock, watch or radio to tell the 
hour. His reports will be logged 
along with the real date and 
the real time. 


When Siffre carried out a 


similar experiment for only two 
months at the Scarasson bla- 
tier in the Alpea-Martimes of 
France in 1965, he called his 
comrades at the surface all 
hours of night as he became in- 
creasingly disoriented by lack 
of time sense. 


Whereas he then worked un- 


der conditions of bitter cold, 
Midnight Cave, where he is en- 
closing himself on a ranch 
about SO miles from here, en- 
joys a mild and stable tempera- 
ture of 20 degrees Centigrade 
or 68 Fahrenheit throughout the 
year. 


Although Siffre's experiment 


is partly backed by the French 
Defense Ministry and draws the 
keen interest of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration |n Houston, the slow 
arrival of funds has hampered 
his operations since he came 
here Oct 20. 


"At one time we barely had 


enough to eat up at the base 
camp," he said.

many, too. His generator re- 
peatedly broke down and his 
team had trouble in keeping the 
electronic equipment in their 
tent laboratory from freezing in 
the bitter winter nights. 


The generator problem was 


solved by the aid of the Civil 
Defense at San Antonio, whose 
director, Martin Eser, provided 
two powerful generators and 
other equipment. 


Siffre spent the last week 


along in his tent atop the moun- 
tain, 
carrying 
out 
ore-ex- 


periment tests. These included 


continuous 
recording 
of 
his 


temperature, studying of his 
sleep stages by electrodes at- 
tached to his body at night, and 
a whole series of medical ob- 
servations. 


The last hours today were 


being spent in carrying down 
the last of the scientific equip- 
ment he will use below ground. 
The underground installations 
are complete and Siffre himself 
was not going down until he 
goes to stay. 


Then, under the anxious eyes 


of Nathalie, 20, his bride of just 


over a year, he was to step on 
the swaying steel rope ladder 
and slowly descend for six 
months alone under millions of 
tons of limestone rock. 


The members of his support- 


ing team of scientists—all 
French—are Philippe Englen- 
der, 31, Gerard Cappa, 28, and 
Raymond Valente, 23, all like 
Siffre himself from Nice, and 
Jacques Chabert, 30, from Bar- 
bison, near Paris. Englender 
and Chabert have taken part in 
similar experiments, of much 
shorter duration, themselves.

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


officials are concerned about 
reported secret arms shipments 
to Cyprus and the resulting pos- 
sibility of civil war on that 
strategic island in the eastern 
Mediterranean. 


Twice before, in the 1960s, 


the United States came to the 
brink of an involvement in 
Cyprus' troubles because two 
U.S. allies, Greece and Turkey, 
were on opposite sides. 


This time, officials said, the 


trouble is between rival Greek 


Cypriot factions. But American 
authorities fear fighting also 
would affect the Turk Cypriot 
minority and revive tensions 
between Athens and Ankara. 


Perhaps more significantly, 


trouble on Cyprus could jeop- 
ardize the relationship in the 
area between the United States 
and the Soviet Union, both rep- 
resented there by substantial 
naval forces. 


According to recent reports, 


Pentagon sources said, several 
thousand weapons manufac- 
tured in Communist Czech- 
oslovakia were landed secretly 


at a small out-of-the-way port 
last month and moved to Ni- 
cosia, the capital.
